WASHINGTON

THE ASTONISHING thing is 
that the networks once froze

ally has been jealously guarded 
a« ainst interlopers by the net­ 
work news departments. 
The latest coup of Wolper 
Productions is the signing of 
the American Iron and Steel In- 
ftitnte as sponsor, NBC as net­ 
work and astronaut John H. 
Glenn Jr. and man’s great ex - 
i)loraiions for a series of at 
east eight one-hour programs. 
The first, on Henry M. Stan­ 
ley’s search for David Living­ 
stone in Africa will be telecast 
nex t Jan. 11. 


OTHER SHOWS will be on 
Capt. 
James Cook’s Pacific 
Ocean eocplorations and Roald 
Amundson’s ex pedition to the 
North Pole. 
The Wolper series on the oth­ 
er networks are the continuing 
Nati(Mial Geographic specials on 
CBS and nex t season’s series 
on “The Undersea World of 
Jacques-Yves C o u s t e a u’’ on 
ABC. 
The most recent commitment 
was arrived at after the Wolper 
organization broiig'tit the idea 
and the ideal man for it — 
Colonel Glenn is the most pho­ 
togenic, articulate and commu­ 
nicative of Americas astronauts 
— to NBC News, which turned 
down the package. Thereupon 
the programming side of NBC 
to<* Ml the series. 
It is this back door to the 
networks, this gap in network 
structure, of which Wolpar has 
taken advantage. 


THE NEWS departments — 
ex cept in very special projects 
of their own men. like the 
Michelangelo of Lou Hazam or 
the LeMiardo da Vinci of John 
H. Secondari — lately have 
done little In the feature, cul­ 
tural or soft-news areas. 
These are the most saleable 
commodities 
In 
reality 
pro­ 
gramming. On the other hand, 
the entertainment programmers 
have shied away from them. 


Wolper has beoome the domi­ 
nant actuality {HX)grammM‘ in 
n^work television. Only ABC’s 
Africa project rivals Wolper’s 
three big series. 


MORE IMPORTANT to the 
viewer is that Wolper produc­ 
tions consistently have grown in 
ouality. From the stock footage 
of ‘“nie Race for Space’’ nine 
years ago to the special global 
undMwater shooting for the 
Cousteau series of 12 one-hour 
specials is a world of ex peri­ 
ence, growth and professional­ 
ism. 
It may be that the Gallery of 
Modern Art’s tribute to Wolper 
last year was a bit pronature. 
His major work is still ahead. 
At the networks, th e news de- 
partin« its no doubt will feel 
the effects of this erosion of 
their once-tightly-held territory. 
As they get few« * documenta­ 
ries on the air — and Wolper 
gets more — their budgets are 
sure to be cut. And if outside 
producers like Wolper snap up 
the atti'active, non-controversial 
subjects which attract spwisors, 
the netwM'k newsmen are going 
to 
be 
left 
with 
sustaining 
hard-news controversy — ai^ 
more unpopularity along with 
less money. 
Meanwhile. NBC has 
just 
about come to terms with Alvin 
Cooperman, ex ecutive producer 
of the recent “Damn Yankees’’ 
telecast, to be vice president of 
special programs. He will be in 
charge of the ex plorations ser­ 
ies, a function that could have 
been an NBC News ex ecutive’s.

Questioned By House Democrats 
Pennsylvania Senate Bill 
Adds 1,200 State Police 


HARRISBURG (A P)-H ouse 
Minority Leader Herbert Fine- 
man said today that House De­ 
mocrats have some reservations 
about a Senate-passed bill to add 
1,200 men to the State Police 
Department. 
“There is some question here 
as to whether they can adequate­ 
ly train 300 men a year,” the 
Philadelphia Democrat said 
The Republican Shafer Admin­ 
istration measure cleared the 
Senate without debate Monday 
on a 49-0 vote and was shipped 
to the House. Republicans have 
slim majorities in both cham­ 
bers. 
The bill would add 300 men 
to the department each year 
through 1970 
“It was brought out last year 
that they can train 250 men a 
year,” Fineman added. He em­ 
phasized, however, “we are not 
against additional state police­ 
men.” 
Senate passage of the state 
police bill topped legislative ac­ 
tion Monday as both houses re­ 
turned after a week’s recess for 
the Jewish holidays. 
The House and Senate came 
back to work today. Senate Ma 
jority Leader Stanley G. Stroup 
said plans called for the legisla 
ture then to recess until after 
the May 16 primary election 
The Republican - controlled 
Senate also adopted unanimously 
a resolution that would set up a 
10-member joint legislative com­ 
mittee to explore the need for 
a code of ethics for the General 
Assembly. 
This resolution already cleared 
the House, so the next step is 
appointment of members of the 
panel. 
If the committee finds a need 
for a code, its next duty would 
be to draft legislation setting up 
a code.
